I feel that the prog- 
ress of our country really depends 


upon the sum of the efforts of the in- 
dividuals, acting in associations like 
this for the betterment of themselves, 
for the betterment of the communities 
in which they dwell. There is never 
any difficulty abouf<the forces of evil 
being organized. Every time that we 
get an organization of the forces ‘that 


ganization like this, we are doing our 
part to offset and a little more than 
offset the forces of evil.

OM THE CORONER'S BOOKS. 
The Coroner of Los Angeles county 
Dr. John H. Trout, presents a very 
interesting synopsis and analysis 
of the sudden and violent deaths 
which were refered to his official de- 
partment during the six months end- 
ing June 30, 1905. 
The homicides number eleven, and 
the victims represent five different 
nationalities, five of them being of 


| American: dDirth. There were 54 sul- 


cides, of which 42 were males and 12} 
females. The most depressing month 


seems to have been April, when 
twelve persons .voluntarily shuffled 
off this mortal coil. In January 


there were ten, in February nine, in 
March and June eight each, and in 
the gay month of May only seven. 
Twelve of the suicides, either by 
chance or design, chose Friday for the 
‘fatal deed. Saturday comes next, 
with ten to its score, then follows Sun- 
day with eight, Tuesday and Thurs- 
day with seven each, and ~~ 
and Wednesday with five each. 

The favorite weapon used by twen- 
ty-six of these suicides was the pistol, 
doubtless because ft is supposed to be 
instantaneous in its effects. About 
one-third of the above number, nine, 
took the carbolic acid route to ob- 
livion. Four each met their fate by 
inhaling gas and by hanging, and two 
sought surcease by chloroform, by 
strychnine, by morphine and by 
drowning. Opium, the i:nife, and 
seli-immolation by the cars accounted 
for the remaining three. 

Twonty-six of the unfortunates 
were married, eleven were single, 
two were widows, and the marital 
condition of the other fifteen was un- 
known. 
ty-five were born in this country, New 
York and Missouri furnishing four 
each, and twelve other States from 
one to three each.* Of foreign - nativ- 
ity five were Germans, and. seven 
came from other European countries. 
The birthplace of seventeen was un- 
known. | 

Dr. Trout extended his inquiries 
with a view to ascertaining how long

IFE INSURANCE PROBLEMS. | 

The Brooklyn Daily Eagle, in ‘a 
recent series of articles on the subject 
of life insurance, discusses compre- 
hensively some of the many problems 
éonnected with that line of businéss. 
Among the topics discussed arefpe 
dangers involved in the administration 
of vast sums of money: the restric- 


nsurance management: the advan- 


nce which should be imposed on life 


ral supervision, and the difficulty of 
securing such management; the legis- 
lative ‘action needed to bring about 
required reforms and to establish the 
integrity of the reserve funds of in- 
surance companies. | 


timely, and exhaustive. Perhaps the 
most striking suggestion is that “since 
the sums already accumulated have, in 
the three great companies, passed into 
the billions, and promise tn the next 
ten years to be doubled, all companies 
should be limited to an amount of in- 
surance in force of not more than one 
billion dollars.” This is indeed a rad- 


ical pro ion, but it is backed up 
with good arguments. The 
three la companies referred to, in 


the year 1903, carried an aggregate of 
$4,561,089,800, and. reserve funds 
amounting to $1,037,078,256. These 
sums are invested principally in mort- 
gages, stocks and bonds of corpora- 
tions, and government bonds. The an- 
nual income of the three companies 
aggregated $239,321,593. 

The menace which lies in these vast 
accumulations, with prospects of still 
greater increase, is pointed out by the 
‘Eagle as follows: 

“At this rate, in twenty years, or in 
12925, the combined annual income 
from gross premiums alone will be 
v considerably above a half bil- 
lion dollars, or an average of at least 
$200,000,000 per year for each. Stn- 
pendous as these figures are; yet they 
are justified by those of the past his- 
tory of the three companies. [If the 
fame conditions prevail for the next 
forty years as have for the last forty, 
then, since the gross premiums dou- 
ble themselves every ten years, each 
of these three companies will in their 
ennual incomes be closely, approach- 
ing the biliion mark. It would seem 
that there are men, active today in af- 
feirs, who will live long enough to see 
them owning everything in sight. 
There is no limit under. present con- 
ditions. 

“Controlled by a few men as they 
are, these vast accumulations centered 
in aefew hauds are contrary tu good 
public policy. The question, sheuld a 
halt be called? is at the fore. It is 
being ea tly discussed, for there is 
a deeply oted belief that there is 
in them a menace to the _ republic: 
Studefits of social economy see it and 
are uttering words of warning. In- 
surance men, high in rank, see it and 
admit the halt should be called., In- 
deed, efforts have been made to estab- 
lish a limit beyond which new busi- 
These ef- 
forts were made from within the in- 
gurance circle, but failed because the 
acquiescenes of all could not-be ob- 
tained. So long as one resisted all 
continued to pile up the accumulations. 

“Human nature is the same the 
wetld over. It has its limitations. 
Power grows upon what it feeds. Ar- 
rogance is a fruit of possession. To 
insurance officers as a class is vouch- 
safed no more of the attributes of di- 
vinity than to the rest of mankind. 
They are subject to the same influ- 
ences. the sséme ambitions, the same 
desires and the same temptations as 
others of equal morals and intelligence 
“In a much broader view these vast 
accumulations are a danger and a 
menace. They present, in their very 
existence, concentrated In a few hands, 
‘temptations to promoting financiers 
to seek control of them, not aione for 
the use they may make of them tu fur- 
ther their own personal ends or the 
fortunes of the enterprises they are 
promoting, or to unload on them the 
bonds of enterprises yet in experimen- 
tal stages, but for the power and in- 
fluence in the finances of the country 
they will thereby secure. In no out- 
look is there more danger than in this. 
The intrigues of men who know no 
other laws than that of personal gain 
are made easy when these vast sums 
are cofitentrated in the hands of a 
few. The danger is ‘here now. 
Events now engaging the attention of 
the public are object lessons. A con- 
est 1s waged before the publie for the 

wer to control and manipulate these 
vast sums. No matter how thick is 
the dust raised in the hope of be- 
clouding the matter, that is the real 
issue that is being contested. 
“Therefore, the stunts of the sit- 
vation make the proposition that each 
life insurance company should be 
limited to $1,000,000,000 of written and 
paid in insurance, and, that mark be- 
ing reached, no more new insurance 
shell be written, until by expiry or 
maturity, policies have fallen in which 
reduce the insurance in force below 
that figure, when new ones may be ta-. 
ken—the vacancies supplied.”

May we never 
faith with her and may, the 
world ever see emblazoned on “our 
banners—‘loyalty to our country;’ may 
we not forget our master builders, the 
men who established our first family 
altars.” 

Referring to t he erucities allowed in 
Turkey he deciar that the wicked- 
est spot in the world is in the heart 
of nominal christian Europe.

Thée home missionary iis 
a unique figure wherever he is; fear- 
lessiy attacking all forms of wicked- 
-ness. We have eichty millions of peo- 
ple in--this country of ours and two- 
thirds are of foreign birth, ad: they 
are coming at the rate of a llion a 
year. What shall we put into this raw 
material? Shall we transform them 
or will they transform us? It is not 
birth but principle that makes Ameri- 
cans. Emigration is no new thing; 
our large cities are one-third foreign 
born. We often see these words “Eng- 
lish spoken here,” in the different for- 
eign quarters of New York City. Our 
country was set apart as the home of 
@ great cosmopolitan nation. The pow- 
er of the gospel and its leavening in- 
fluence has been seen in these last 
years when America has stood for the 
protection of the down-trodden every- 
where, and is developing into the grand 
vg Christian America that we 
love ‘o longer is the West the syn- 
onym’ for Indians and wild beasts.

Christ’s Social Teachings. 

At the Venice Auditorium yesterday 
morning ‘Rev. Josiah Strong.of New 
York, president of the League for So- 
celal Service, and a prominent worker 
in social reforms, delivered a sermon 
on “The Natural Results of Christ's 
Social Teachings, or, What if Men 
Took Jesus Seriously.” 

He found his text in thé fifih verse 
of the twenty-first chapter of Revela- 
tions, “Behold, I make al! things new.” 
He said in part: 

“God is always making things new, 


| but the results of the divine activity 


are more manifest in the nineteenth 
century than they have ever been in 
any previoug age. Nothing so charac- 
terizes the century as change. There 
have been phenomenal. changes in ma- 
terial civilization, and in the world of 
ideas. The changes in form have been 
due to the substitution of mechanical 
power for muscular power, which has 
resulted .in the creation of enormous 
wealth and the disproportionate 
growth of the city and the transfor- 
mation of our civilization from an in- 
dividualistic type to a social or col- 
lective type. 

“This constitutes a radically new civ- 
jlization with a multitude of radically 
new problems which shame tne wisdom 
of the wise. 

“The changes in the world of. ideas, 
which have been no less radical, have 
been produced by the -.discovery and 
applikvation of the scientific method. It 
is undoubtedly true that the greater 
part of all the world’s knowledge -to- 
| is less than one hundred years 
old, 

“The scientific method applied to the 
siudy of the gospels has resulted in a 
new interpreiation of 


only because it is so old. that it has 
been forgotten. It Is gic 
of «hrist and it is the object of this 
discouse to show how perfectly this 
new interpretation is calculated to 
solve the new problems of the new civ- 
liiza tion. 

"When we ask what Jesus really 
taught, we discover by the scientific 
method that his great theme was the 
Kingdom of God, or the Kingdom of 
Heaven. This was the subject of the 
Sermon on the Mount, and it was not 


only the beginning, bui the middie and, 


the end of his teaching. He nowhere 


| defines the expression, for the obvious 


reason that it was entirely familiar te 
every Jew. The idea of the Kingdom 
of God, when fully 'developed by the 
Hebrew prophets, meant the world of 
righteousness and of physical. blessing, 


|} subject to the law of Jehovah as ad- 


ministered by the Messiah. And Jesus 
in his Sermon on the Mount took par- 
ticular pains to say that he came not 
to set aside the law and the prophets, 
but to fulni them. Expressed in mod- 
ern terms, Jesus meant by the King- 
dom of God, his social] ideal. For the 
government of this Kingdom he laid 
down three fundamenial-social laws, 
that of service, that of sacrifice,. and 
that of love, whoh are perfectly adapt- 
the needs of the new civiliza- 
tion. 

“Perhaps the greatest generalization 
or discovery of modern science is that

California Sprinter Verifies Good 
Things Said About Him by Almost 
_ Equaling Duffy's Great Record, and 
Beats Middle Western Crack in 
Hundred—Summaries.
